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The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week onding the 13th August 1949, rotate to 170 
towns with an estimated population of 22,429 thousands. 
Tho total number of towns is 213 and thoir population is 
25,943 thousands. Thus 79% of tho total number of towns 
representing 80% of the total population is covered in this 
statement, The numbers of births and deaths rocordod in 
these towns wore 14,133 and 8,891 representing birth and 
death rates of 32 ■ 8 and 20 - 6 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces .— ~ The data horo relate to 150 towns 
with an estimated population of 20,780 thousands.

The towns of Guddiyattam in Madras ; Etawah in U.P 
and Khandwa in G.P. reoorded high death rates of 57 -3, 
51 • 1 and 50*8 per thousand of population respectively, 
Thera was a considerable number of cholera deaths in 
Guddiyattam. In Etawah, deaths from oholera and fevers 
wore considerably high.
